I  have  tho  honour  to  present  tho  Annual 
Report  of  tho  Public  Health  Service  for  tho  year  196y<, 


There  v;as  another  snail  increase  in  the  Registrar  General’ s  ostinatc  of  tho 
population. 


The  birth  rate  was  reduced  fron  the  high  figure  recorded  in  the  previous 
year  but  it  renainod  fractionally  above  that  for  England  and  17 ales. 

There  v;as  a  further  decline  in  the  death  rate  and  the  corrected  figure  of 
8.9  per  thousand  of  the  population  con5)aj?ed  favourably  with  the  rate  for  tho 
country  as  a  whole  and  with  that  for  the  county  of  17ost  SuffoUc.  There  was  also 
a  welcome  reduction  in  the  infant  mortality  rate. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  record  th^t  good  progress  vms  m>-.de  V7ith  the 
provision  of  village  sewer age  schemes. 

There  was  an  improvement  in  tho  rate  of  dealing  v;ith  unfit  properties  but 
it  is  only  fair  to  state  that  much  remains  to  be  done  in  this  connection. 

On  tho  15th  i^ril,  I963  Dame  Evelyn  Sharp  performed  tho  opening  ceremony 
at  Reeve  Lodge,  Ix\7orth,  This  fine  building  provides  accomodation  for  t'wenty 
four  elderly  people  together  with  a  Harden  and  her  family  and  forms  another 
cxai.'5)lc  of  tho  Council’s  endeavours  to  provide  suitable  accomodation  for  the 
elderly. 

In  Novombor  delegates,  from  many  parts  of  tho  country,  attending  a  one  day 
sessional  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  inspected  the  Council’s  homes 
for  the  elderly  at  Ixworth  and  Rougham  where  tho  Council’s  achievements  were 
hi^ly  prais'-d. 

It  became  apparent  during  tho  year  that  tho  responsibilities  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  arising  from  new  legislation  and  the  expansion  of  existing 


scrvicGS  wGrrr.ntcd  tho  appointuont  of  a-  further  /^diti.jnal  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  this  was  agreed  by  tho  Council  early  in  1966, 

My  thanlcs  arc  duo  to  the  ucabers  of  ny  staff  end  especially  to 
ilr,  ?.  Heines,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  loyal  support  at 
all  tines  and  for  his  help  in  tho  compilation  of  this  Report,

For  the  second  consecutive  year  there  was  a  substantial  decline  in  the  death  rate 
and  the  figure,  when  corrected  for  conpar ability,  was  v/ell  below  that  for  England  and 


V/ales,  Fewer  deaths  occurred  fron  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  and  there  were  less 
under  the  heading  of  other  defined  and  ill-defined  diseases.  Deaths  fron  notor  vehicle 
accidents  were  reduc.ed  fron  eight  to  two,  but  eleven  deaths  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the 
lung  compared  with  nine  in  the  previous  year.  There  v/as  one  death  fron  suicide.  Only 
tv/o  deaths  fron  nateruai  causes  have  been  recorded  in  the  last  decade,  one  of  which 
occurred  in  the  year  und^r  review.

The  actual  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  reduced 
from  thirteen  in  the  previous  year  to  seven  in  the  year  under  review.  This 
produced  a  narked  decline  in  the  infant  mortality  rate,  but  it  should  be 
emphasised  that  tiis  rate  must  be  expected  to  vary  widely  from  year  to  ^roar 
because  the  figure  is  based  upon  a  relatively  small  number  of  births.  Three 
of  the  infant  deaths  were  caused  by  congenital,  abnormalities  and  tvra  by 
prematurity.  Six  out  of  the  total  of  seven  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the 
first  week  of  life.

Measles  The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  the  year  was  accounted  for  entirely  by  a  widespread  outbreak  of  Measles, 

Four  hundred  and  forty-five  cases  w'erc  notified  but  no  death  occurred  frjm  this 
disease. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Seven  cases  were  -roported  but  in  recent  years  this  disease  has  been 
mild  in  character. 

Food  Poisoning  A  single  case  of  infection  with  Salmonella  typhimurium  was 
reported.  The  source  of  the  infection  v/as  not  discovered  but  it  is  knov/n  that  there 
had  been  a  series  of  stoppages  with  consequent  overflovdng  of  drains  at  the  property.

It  v;as  necessary  to  take  action  on  one  occasion  during  the  year  to  secure 

admission  to  hospital  of  an  elderly  lady  who  in  urgent  need  of  care  and  attention 

and  it  is  sad  to  have  to  report  that  the  patient  died  in  hosoit.al  about  a  month  later. 

On  a  number  of  other  occasions  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  called  upon 

b^-'  Oeneral  Medical  Practitioners  to  help  to  persuade  patients  who  were  reluctant 
to  enter  hospital  or  residential  accommodation  for  the  elderly. 

Public  Health  Act,  193^  -  Section  84» 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  this  Section  to  disinfest 
and  cleanse  a  property  occupied  by  an  elderly  couple  because  of  the  presence  of  fleas 
and  some  of  the  furniture  had  to  be  destroyed.

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year  but  with  the  increased  pace 
of  sewerage  provision  and  the  need  for  more  routine  visits  to  shops,  offices, 
factories  and  other  worlq^laces  consideration  must  be  given  to  increasing 
the  staff  in  1966, 

Legislation, 

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  v7ork  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  Even  for  a  small  Authority  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
involved,  not  only  in  carrying  out  inspections  but  even  in  keeping  up  with 
the  constant  flow  of  circulars  and  explanatory  leaflets  concerning  the  Act, 

Again  several  unregistered  premises  Mere  found  but  no  proceedings  instituted. 

The  1963  Rent  Act, 

This  Act  v;hich  brought  in  new  rights  for  landlords  and  tenants  firstly  gave 
security  from  eviction  to  all  tenants  of  all  types  of  property.  The  changes 
which  may  result  from  the  appointment  of  Rent  Officers  can  hardly  be  anticipated 
but  rents  will  remain  virtually  frozen  until  the  new  system  is  fully  operational. 

The  Rent  Book  (Forms  of  Notice)  Regulations,  1965  came  into  force  on  the 
same  day  as  the  Sent  Act,  namely  8th  December,  They  require  that  certain 
information  shall  be  printed  in  the  Rent  Book  issued  to  all  tenants  who  pay 
their  rent  weekly,  I't  has  been  no>stvnotlc<Kibl©  during  the  course  of  inspections 
that  proper  Rent  Books  have  been  issued  to  very  fev/  tenants  although  receipts 
for  rent  are  invariably  given.  Attention  of  owners  and  agents  will  be  dravn 
to  this  deficiency  in  the  resurvey  of  lower  category  properties  in  1966, 

Public  Conveniences, 

Despite  the  lack  of  progress  in  the  practical  provision  of  toilet 
accommodation  the  Council  still  felt  strongly  that  the  district  was  in  need 
of  such  facilities#  Nuisances  were  again  reported  at  several  points  on  the 
A,  143  the  parishes  of  Pakenham  and  Stanton.  The  possibility  of  financial 
assistance  from  the  Government  was  investigated  through  the  Advisory  Council  on 
Public  Sanitation  and  as  the  year  closed  the  Ministry  were  considering  our 
■dutllno  pan^asals.

There  are  four  sites  approved  for  more  than  five  *vans  at  Stanton,  Chedburgh, 
17est  Stow  and  the  Council* s  site  at  Rymor  Point,  Im  application  for  an  extra 
thirty-five  ’vans  was  approved  for  Stanton  but  these  will  be  sited  singly 
according  to  demand.  The  Council  approved  the  appointment  of  a  warden  at  Rymer 
but  demand  on  this  site  dv/indled  follcwing  the  run  dov/n  of  R.A.F.  Honington, 

V/ork  is  reaching  conclusion  at  Chedburgh  where  the  Licence  conditions  have  not 
been  fully  complied  with. 

The  standard  of  construction  of  caravans  has  ma.de  rapid  strides  and  now 
many  *vans  have  double  glazing,  double  insulated  walls  and  floors  and  central 
heating  in  addition  to  bathrooms  and  internal  V/.C.’s, 

•iipplications  for  individual  sites  are  still  being  received  mainly  from  young 
married  couples  but  three  have  applied  for  Council  houses,  after  receiving 
approval,  on  the  grounds  of  unsuitalility  for  family  life. 

Improvements  have  not  only  been  evident  in  the  permanent  residential  sites 
but  also  in  the  seasonal  agricultural  sites  and  this  is  a  very  satisfying 
feature  only  marred  .by  the  fev/  anti-social  families  vd.th  extremely  lov/  personal 
standards  of  cleanliness  who  still  congregate  on  verges  leaving  behind  them 
a  trail  of  scrap,  rags  and  filth.  Even  they  will  improve  if  they  are  tackled 
repeatedly  and  regularly  as  they  Imow  how  to  behave  but  for  some  reason  have  not 


the  v;ill.  They  certainly  never  show  any  shortage  of  finance.

There  is  no  public  swinning  pool  in  the  district  and  there  is  a  real 
demand  for  this  facility.  This  has  resulted  in  the  demand  for  school  3_earner 
baths  as  vvas  reported  last  year.  The  maintenance  of  these  baths  in  a 
completely  hygienic  condition  is  an  added  duty  for  teaching  staffs  and  a 
comparator  set  for  using  the  Palin  DPD  method  of  pH  and  chlorine  control 
was  purchased.  Bathing  places  on  the  rivers  were  not  widely  patronised 
but  spot  checks  v/ore  carried  out  on  those  waters,  Bacteriologically 
the  counts  v/ere  not  unduly  high  for  such  v/aters. 


6.  PRIViiTE  DRiUNAdE 

The  Council  pressed  ahead  v;ith  the  provision  of  main  sewerage  and  free 
laterals  were  provided  v/here  owners  were  prepared  to  connect  within  a 
reasonable  period  ,  (See  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Report  on  Page  22f  ), 

The  provision  of  sev/erage  in  certain  villages  is  vital  if  many  existing 
nuisances  are  to  be  abated  and  before  even  greater  ones  arise  from 
development  taking  place  now  and  envisaged  for  the  future.  It  is  a  fact 
that  works  of  this  nature  are  expensive  but  it  is  v/rong  to  v;-ait  until 
nuisance  exists  before  providing  the  ansv/er.  Prevention  is  better  than 
cure  and  it  is  pleasing  that  the  Minister  responsible  has  not  refused  consent 
for  any  scheme  so  far  submitted.  There  are  more  to  coiio  v/hich  are  just  as 
urgent  on  public  health  grounds  in  villages  where  nuisance  is  anticipated 
rather  than  already  existing.  Me  trust  the  Minister  vvill  be  just  as  keen 
to  support  these  schemes, 

7.  r;j)ioactivity 

Small  quantities  of  ra.dioactive  fertilizer  ivere  agin  used  in  the 
district  but  no  designated  waste  materials  were  deposited  in  the  area  as 
far  as  is  known.

Again  one  has  to  report  a  reduction  in  the  number  or  rox.d  pi'cni  pog  in 
the  district*  Two  more  bakeries  closed  and  their  rounds  were  taken  over 
by  larger  concerns.  This  leaves  only  tv/o  balcers  in  the  district  still 
nalcing  bread*  The  general  stores  are  tending  to  reduce  their  activities 
too  but  the  standard  of  food  handling  has  reuained  at  a  satisfactory  level 
in  most  cases.  One  shop  gave  cause  for  considerable  concern  and  all 
ao^enpts  at  encouraging  a  higher  standard  failed.  There  seened  no 
alternative  to  legal  proceedings  v/hen  the  preaises  changed  hands.

2.  UNSOUrP  FOOD 

(a)  Bread  containing  insect  droppings. 


A  loaf  of  bread  containing  insect  excreta  "was  brought  to  the  office 
by  a  housewife.  Investigation  at  the  bakery  revealed  inefficient  cleansing 
of  a  new  machine.  The  Oonnittee  decided  to  issue  a  warning  and  the 
Inspectors  in  the  area  concerned  advised  the  Company  on  the  correct 
cleaning  procedure  for  the  machine. 


( b )  Canned  tomatoes  containing  mould. 

One  tomatoe  in  a  can  contained  evidence  of  mould  vvhich  had  developed 
before  canning*  This  was  obviously  due  to  lack  of  inspection  of  the  fruit 
before  processing  and  no  action  was  called  for  at  this  end  of  the  distribution 
chain. 

No  other  complaints  were  male  to  the  Departraont  on  food  but  it  is  known 
that  certain  unsound  foodstuffs  v/ere  returned  to  wholesalers  anddealt  with 
outside  the  district.

Routine  inspections  of  dairies  v/ere  carried  out  but  the  najority  of 
nilk  sold  in  the  district  is  supplied  in  bottles  by  o.itside  dairynen.  Once 
again  results  of  all  saiples  taken  by  the  ''Jest  Suffolk  County  Council 
■^/eights  and  Measures  Inspectors  v/ere  sent  to  this  Departnent  for  information 
and  this  co-operation  is  appreciated. 

Particular  care  v/as  talcen  to  investigate  all  cases  of  salmonella  infection 
found  in  calves  or  milking  herds  and  v/hich  v/ere  notified  by  Veterinary  Surgeons, 
iilthough  it  is  not  Imovvn  hov/  many  cases  occurred  in  the  district,  three  cases 
were  notified  and  the  necessary  steps  taken  to  prevent  transference  of  the 
infection  to  hvuaans.  The  co-operation  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  in  this  matter 
is  greatly  appreciated. 
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HOUSING 


•  CLExJmCE  OF  UI'IEIT  _PROPERTIES 

Thirty-eight  persons  in  twenty  families  were  rehousocl  during  the  year 
from  unfit  properties.  Although  this  is  an  improvement  on  1964  there  is 
still  a  large  backlog  of  unfit  housing  to  clear.  Of  the  sixty-one  properties 
subject  to  Orders  .tv/enty-nine  tenants  have  applications  registered  with  the 
Council  and  a  further  fifty-three  applications  are  from  properties  due  to 
be  dealt  with  in  the  next  ten  years.  Several  of  the  thirty  tv/o  remaining 
tenants  of  properties  subject  to  Orders  may  v/ell  make  application  but  many 
are  elderly  and  wish  to  remain  in  the  properties  which  they  have  occupied  for 
many  years.  The  Council  felt,  hov/ever,  that  occupiers  should  be  informed  of 
their  rights  and  obligations  and  resolved; 

"That  it  be  made  clear  to  occupiers  of  unfit  property  (a)  that  a  Demolition 
Order  or  Closing  Order  means  what  it  says  and  that  if  they  refuse  to 
a jply  for  alternative  accommodation  and  their  landlord  subsequently  takes 
action  for  possession  as  he  is  not  only  entitled  but  under  a  duty  to 
do  (and  is  doing  increasingly)  the  Council  cannot  give  them  priority 
and  (b)  that  the  Council's  housing  responsibilities  are  to  the  district 
as  a  v/hole  and  that  while  every  endeavour  will  be  made  to  rehouse  them  near 
their  native  village,  this  cannot  be  guaranteed," 

It  is  obvious  tha.t  many  properties  which  v/ere  considered  borderline 

cases  in  I96I  have  deteriorated  further  since  the  survey  and  it  is  proposed 

to  resurvey  these  in  I966  taking  what  action  v/e  can  to  save  them  from 

demolition.  Despite  the  increased  rate  of  nevj-  building  there  is  still  a  demand 

for  homes  from  the  less  v/ealthy  and  whilst  there  is  no  reason  to  perpetuate  the 

worst  of  properties  it  seems  almost  criminal  to  allov/  a  single  dwelling., which 

o-an  be  saved^  to  fall  into  ruin. 

Clearance  Progress,  1965. 


There  is  still  no  standard  of  fitness  which  can  be  applied  to  a  dwelling 
except  on  grant  anplication,  only  a  basic  standard  of  unfitness.  This  nakes 
for  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  owners  in  i:iaking 
sure  that  properties  being  relet  are  in  all  respects  fit. 

The  Council  have  repeatedly  been  under  pressure  to  rehouse  fanily  after 
family  from  properties  v/hich  are  not  unfit  in  the  legal  sense  but  which  are 
not  in  all  respects  suitable  for  occupation  by  families.  There  have  been 
numerous  Committees  and  Reports  on  Standards  of  fitness  over  the  last  twenty 
five  years  only  to  be  shelved.  They  have  not  been  forgotten  by  those  closest 
to  this  problem.  As  a  result  of  this  omission  even  the  poorest  property  has
